—not to the people. 


Responsibility Needed 


"Much of the evil that has grown 


up in American government has come 
about because of divided responsibili- 
ty. If I accepted the dictatorship I 
would be willing to accept all the 
responsibility that went with It. 


"I would abolish the senate and 


house of congress. 


"I would appoint every 'judge and 


states attorney in America, 


"Has it ever occurred to you why 


the federal courts are more efficient, 
more respected, than the state courts? 
It is because a federal judge is ap- 
pointed, serves for a whole .lifetime, 
and may be removed only for cause; 
but the state judges and prosecutors 
are elected. 


"I would make $25,000 a year the 


maximum salary allowed any indiv- 
idual anywhere. I would limit cor- 
poration earnings to 6 per cent—all 
over that to go into old-age pensions 
and unemployment insurance funds. I 
would make $1,000,000 the maximum 
amount of wealth allowed any one in- 
dividual. 


"Whether you are prepared to admit 


it or not, capital is on trial in Amer- 
ica today. It is accused, not without 
justice, of permitting too much wealth 
to get into the hands of too few,in- 
dividuals. One cure for the depres- 
sion is to redistribute as much of that 
wealth as possible. 


"Capital is not bad. But we are con- 


fronted with the issue as to whether 
we shall master capital or 
capital 


master us.
